One striking Inslanoe of how the 
the piililic treasury was tapi>e(l of 
its goliit'ti hoard by the Adminlstra- 
ilnn III buy things that were not 
needed was cited by Senator Wat- 
son of Indiana, in a recent speech. 
To brand sonic 3U1,0UU horses and 
mules, Ill.'i.tKH) hrandlnft' ifont were 
ordered, he said. 

"The contractor," he wont on, 
"agre<>d that these irons should be 
made of copper, which was Very 
scarce. He purchased 79,000 
pounds of copper, 'JO.O(H) uKjre than 
he needed to make ilie lirandliig 
irons. 

"Ofllclals of tlie company teirtl- 
lled that they paid 39Vi cento a 
pound for the copper. The War De- 
partment paid the company 39H 
cents a pound for all the copper. 
Including 20^900 poonds that the 
govemmeot did not need, and im- 
mediately turned around and sold 
it back to the company' for 11 ttnta 
a pound when the'armlstlc* inter- 
vened. 

"And, as climax to It all, the com- 
liany filed a dalm for profits that 
It woald havo reeoived If It had 
tilled the contract and the govern- 
ment allowed $40,000, which was 
paid out of the Treasury, and, some- 
how or other, we. managed to worry 
alonit and win the war without 
branding a slnclc animal."
